Follow  Rival’  Omens  Farm  Brush 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  22  (UPI)  — The 
campaign  paths  of  the  Presidential  candi- 
dates brought  them  close  together  today  in 
the  Midwest  where  the  common  object  of 
their  affections  was  the  disgruntled  Faim 
Belt  vote. 

Democratic  nominee  John  F.  Kennedy  un- 
leashed an  attack  on  Republican  farm  policies 
and  outlined  his  proposals  for  bolstering  fall- 
ing farm  income  in  a major  speech  at  the 
national  plowing  contest  in  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D. 

HIS  GOP  RIVAL,  Vice  President  Richard 
M.  Nixon,  campaigning  in  Missouri,  was  due 
to  follow  Kennedy  by  a day  to  Sioux  Falls. 
Nixon  was  expected  to  outline  the  second  in- 
stallment of  his  farm  program  there  tomor- 
row, taking  up  the  controversial  issue  of 
farm  parity  and  price  supports. 

Some  traditionally  Republican  fai*m  areas 
have  shown  signs  of  discontent  caused  by  the 
squeeze  on  farmers  between  rising  costs  and 
declining  prices  for  their  products.  


KENNEDY  campaigned  through  three 
states  today  with  the  promise  of  higher  sup- 
port prices  and  more  effective  balance  be- 
tween farm  demand  and  supply. 

The  Vice  President  suggested  yesterday 
at  Springfield,  Mo.,  that  Kennedy  lacked  “un- 
derstanding and  experience.”  He  did  not  re- 
peat his  accusation  that  Kennedy  was  preach- 
ing “national  self-disparagement”  at  the 
moment  the  United  Nations  was  endorsing 
U.  S.  policies  in  the  Congo. 

NIXON  AGAIN  criticized  a remark  attrib- 
uted to  Kennedy  suggesting  that  President 
Eisenhower  could  have  expressed  regret  to 
Soviet  Pi’emier  Nikita  Khrushchev  for  the 
U-2  flight  as  a means  of  salvaging  the  Paris 
Summit  Conference. 

Asked  if  he  thought  Kennedy  advocated  a 
policy  of  surrender,  Nixon  replied:  “Abso- 
lutely not.  Mr.  Kennedy  didn’t  know  what 
he  was  espousing.  That  was  the  trouble.  . . 
(but)  because  of  perhaps  lack  of  understand- 
ing and  experience  he  was  naive.  . .” 


According  to  Clyde  Parker, 
chairman  of  the  counseling  ser- 
vice, the  small  group  dynamics 
sessions  are  being  used  for  the 
first  time  as  a part  of  orienta- 
tion.

Second-Rate  U.  S.? 
‘Ridiculous,’ 

Says  Aid  to  Ike 


IPS — Bryce  N.  Harlow,  deputy 
assistant  to  President  Eisenliow- 
er,  derides  the  idea  that  the 
United  States  is  becoming  ‘sec- 
ond rate’  in  relation  to  the  So- 
viet Union. 

“In  order  to  enjoy  the  glories 
of  the  present  Soviet  system."  he 
said  in  a public  statement,  “we 
would  have  to  abandon  three- 
fifths  of  our  steel  capacity,  two- 
thirds  of  our  petroleum  capacity, 
95  per  cent  of  our  electric  motor 
output,  destroy  two  of  every 
three  of  our  hydro-electric 
plants,  and  get  along  on  a tenth 
of  our  present  volume  of  natural 
gas. 

“WE  WOULD  have  to  rip  up 
14  of  every  15  miles  of  our  paved 
highway  and  two  of  every  three 
miles  of  our  mainline  railway 
tracks.  We’d  sink  eight  of  every 
nine  ocean-going  ships,  scrap  19 
of  every  20  cars  and  trucks,  and 
shrink  our  civilian  air  fleet  to 
a shadow  of  its  present  size.” 

In  addition,  Harlow  pointed 
out,  the  American  people  would 
have  to  cut  their  living  standard 
by  three-fourths.
